POWER TO FIX ACTUAL RATES

Sacramento, Cal., Feb. 9.—A bill en­ 
larging the powers of the railroad 
commission was passed by the state 
senate, 32 to 0. 
It passed the house 
last Saturday and now requires only 
the governor’s signature to become a 
law. 
Its most conspicuous feature is the 
conferring upon the commission of the 
right to fix actual rates and not mere­ 
ly maximum rates.
